dy nor repaid the money. At this place he 
commenced methodift preacher ; and foon 
after married Mary Lambert, a pretty girl, 
of modeft behaviour. Huis treatment of her, 
in lefs than two months was notorioufly bru- 
tal; but her former miftrefs relieved her 
with many kind attentions.

An OFFICER faid one day 
at head-quariers, that in his opinion a field 
ot battle called tor valor not virtue. ‘ There 
‘is no call, fir,” replied Wafhington, * pri- 
** or to that of virtue, none of comparable 
magnitude and importance. By gliting 
we lerve our country ; by virtue we ferve 
him who made us, we ferve mankirid, we 
ferve ourfelves, and even we ferve our 
country the better in the article ot valor: 
For how a man can fight in a bad gaule, 
and under a guilty confcience, I do not 
** know. Under fuch circumftances I think 
‘* I fhould be the verieft coward alive ; but 
‘* give me the happinefs to live and to fight, 
‘** fo as to have God on my fide, and | 
‘* hope I fhall never know fear.”—This is 
near a-kin to a noble fentiment of a great 
captain in former ages, ** I fear my God, 
O Abner, and know no other fear.”’

‘* The patriotifm of the Roman Emperor, 
Alexander, has been celebrated through all 
ages, becaufe he was never known to give 
any place, through favor or friendfhip, but 
to employ thofe only whom both the fenate 
and himfelf looked upon as the beft qualified 
to ferve the country. In our Wathington 
we meet this great and honeft Emperor over 
again. For in choofing men to ferve his 
country, Wafhington knew no recommenda- 
tion but merit ; had no favorite but worth. 
No relation, however near, no friends, how- 
ever dear, ftood any chance for places under 
him, provided he knew men better qualified 
to fill them, His great foul was fo truly 
Republican, fo perte€tly abhorrent of every 
thing like felfifhnets, that during the whole 
of his adminiftration he was never known 


to advance even an individual of his own 
name and family.” 


_** But of all the virtues that adorned the 
life of this great man, there is none more wor- 
thy our imitation than his admirable induf- 
try.

Tn a land like this, which heaven has bleffed 
above all lands : A land abounding with the 
fifh and flefh-pots of Egypt, and flowing 
with the choiceft milk and honey of Canaan : 
A land, where the pooreft Lazarus may get 
his fifty-pence aday for commoneft labour ; 
buy dantieft bread of corn flour for lefs than 
a penny a pound ! Why isany man hungry, 
or thirfty, or naked, or in prifon ? Why but 
for his own unpardonable floth! But, alas ! 
what would it avail, though the bleft fhade 
of Wathington were to delcend from his na- 
tive fkies, and, with an angels voice, recom- 
mend Induftry as the handmaid of Aealth, 
wealth, innocence, and happine/s to man ! 
A notion from the land of lies, has taken 
too deep root among fome, that ‘* /abour 
1s a low-lived thing, fit for none but negro 
flaves ! and that dre/s and pleafure are the 
only accomplifhments tor a Gentleman !’’ 
But does it become a Gentleman to faunter 
about,living upon the charity of his relations, 
to fuffer himfelt to be dunned by his credi- 
tors, and, like a hunted wolf, to fly from 
the face of fheriffs and conitables ? Is it like 
a Gentleman to take a generons woman from 
her parents, and reduce her to beggary ; to 
fee even her bed fold from under her, and 
herfelt and weeping infants turned out of 
doors ? Or is it like a Gentieman to bring 
up one’s fons in.floth, pleafure, and drefs, 
as young noblemen, and then leave them 
without eftates, profeflion, or trade, to turn 
gamblers, fharpers, or horfe thieves ? ‘* From 
fuch Gentleman, O fave my country, heav 
en !’’ was Wathington’s perpetual prayer, 
the emphatical prayer of his lite and great 
example !”” 


© Wafhington’s life exhibits immortal 
monuments of his fenfe of the bleflings of 
government and the great duty of cheerful] 
fubmiffion to it. Frequent were the oppor- 
tunities which he had to wear the brighteft 
gold and purple that fceptre-feeking ambition 
could covet: But he defpifed them al!.— 
Charmed with that heaven which refults 
from good government, and a prompt obe- 
dience to it, he readily returned the glitter- 
ing {word of the viGtorions generaliffimo, 
ftepped down from the exalted chair of fu- 
preme magiitracy, mixed as a commoner a- 
mong the citizens, obeyed thofe whom he 
had been accuftomed to command, honored 
the Prefident, revered the Laws, paid his 
taxes, and in every refpe€t, behaved as be- 
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} profperity at home, and onr refpeétability 
and fuccefs abroad.” 

“ Let us, my fellow-citizens, as we re- 
vere the memory of George Wafhington— 
as we honor the mighty God of order whom 
Wafhington honored—as we would live the 
life and die the death of that righteous man, 
O let us imitate this greate/t, becaufe bef 
example in his moft exemplary life.”’

Thofe fpecies of fowls, which are moft 
noted for tongevity, are fuch as feed on car- 
rion. The raven and the eagle will live to 
the age of one hundred years : but a pigeon, 
which is a bird remarkable for its Guliteachs 
and delicacy, will live only eight years. It 
is aremarkable arrangement in the fyftem of 
nature, that fome kinds of animals fhould. 
teed delicioufly on, and receive f{ubftantial 
nourifhment from fubftances, which are both 
loathfome and poifonous to others. Carrion 
is not only delicious to the palates of eagles 
and ravens, but is tothem a molt wholfume 
food ; otherwife it would not fuftain and 
prolong their lives to the extreme age of an 
hundred years.
